Boating

CHARLEVOIX —— The University of Michigan 


is partnering with local communities to provide 
real time lake conditions through a program that 
is just a click or two away on a boater’s laptop. . 


The first of its kind in the U.S., the program, 


known as the Great Lakes Observing System, or 


-GLOS, uses satellite technology to access current 
_ lake conditions. A weather- monitoring buoy is 


provided by the university to cities such as Char- 
levoix for collection of data. 


The city of Harbor Springs is working with U of M 
to encourage other cities to participate in the pro- 
gram. Petoskey, Harbor Springs and Bay Harbor 
have agreed to participate. Jim Bartlett of Harbor 


Springs presented the program to Charlevoix City. 


Council members at their July 6 meeting. 


The data that boaters can tap into include wind 


speed, direction and wave height, Bartlett said. 


“This makes it easier to decide whether it is safe 


to travel on the big HES or best to stay in port until 
conditions i improve.” 


Bartlett said it is currently difficult to get accu- 
rate data, because the closest National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Administration weather buoy is 
located 45 miles east of Washington Island, Wis- 
consin.

Local communities benefit by helping to. provide 
accurate data that makes boating safer. Addition- 
ally, U of M uses other data generated by the buoy, 
such as water temperatures at the surface and a 
variety of depths, current speed and direction that 
contribute to knowledge about lake water move- 
ment and chemistry with a focus on methods to 
keep the lakes clean, Bartlett told city council.

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Joel Evans noticed ihe. 
plight of eagles seeking 
nesting placés and went 
to work on a solution

_ EAST JORDAN ~Joel Evans has made 


his home in East Jordan all his life. He and 
his wife Mary have raised five children and 
Joel, now retired, owned and operated a 
lumber company and home center in town 


for more than four decades. He presently 


serves as a Charlevoix County commis- 
-sioner. For all the hats Evans has worn, 
though, he may be best known these days’ 
for his tireless efforts to help eagles in the 


Jordan Valley and surrounding areas find — 


suitable nesting. 


Evans, a nature lover all his life with a 
deep appreciation of wildlife, decided to 
take a proactive approach to a dilemma he 
became aware of some years ago while 
hunting in the wetlands of the Jordan 
‘Valley. . 

He noticed an eagles’ nest had: fallen 
from its perch high above in the branches of 
a large tree. The nest had become quite 
heavy as the eagles had added material to it 
year after year that it literally broke the 


branch it. was resting on. The eagles then - 


built another nest in a nearby tree but the 
same thing eventually happened a few years 
later. | 


“Then they went to another tree in same 
area,” said Evans, continuing the. story. 
“They built their nest and kept adding to it 
but the snows came and the rains came and 


made it quite heavy and that one came 


down, too. 


“The bottom line is that the big trees in 


Michigan are on the decrease and eagles are 
on the increase. That’s just a fact. The state 
offers ‘a perfect habitat for eagles but they 
need places to put their nests. As I watched 
what was happening there in the woods, I 
thought.to myself; ‘I’ve built so many bird- 
houses in the past, why not build a bird- 
house for eagtles?”” 


- Evans, who had already constructed 
some smaller platforms, approximately 12 
feet high; for osprey, made plans to build 
three taller platforms that would one: day 
hopefully serve as places where eagles 
could put their nests. 


~ Funding the operation himself at a cost 
of. approximately $1,500 per platform, 
Evans purchased three telephone poles, 
some treated lumber and all the other mate- 
rial required to construct three platforms 
that would stand 55 feet high, a height 
Evans reckoned would be appealing to the: 
eagles. 


. = ] built three heavy-duty. platforms, 
probably sturdy enough to hold a small car 
as far as weight goes,” he said. The height 


of the platforms was limited by the length | 


of the 60-foot poles, but as it turned out, it 
was high enough to suit the.eagles. 


“They love to be way up high so they 
can view the area,” Evans noted. “The 


higher I could make the platforms, the bet-

Evans received permission from the 


Department of Environmental Quality and 
from the City of East Jordan to set the three 
platforms about 300 yards apart in the same 


_area of the valley where he had seen ‘the 


eagles putting their latest nest. Consumers 
Power generously donated an earth-moving 


machine and an operator to come to the val-_ 


ley and set, the poles. 


Once the platforms were erected in 
1997, all Evans could do was wait and hope 
the eagles would eventually use one of the 
them for nesting. While waiting, he did his 
best to make the platforms appealing to the 
majestic birds. 


“After I bought the poles, I went out to 
the valley and found one of the nests that 
went down to the ground so I could study 
” Evans said. “I took it apart with my 
hands to see the structure of it.” . i 


Armed with that knowledge, Evans 


_ gathered small pieces of wood and branches 


and began to create small nests on the plat- 
forms. “I simulated the starting of an eagles’ 
nest, thinking back to when I had seen the 
eagles build their nest over the top of one 
that was started by a red tail hawk,” he said. 


“T thought maybe that would encourage 
them to nest.” 


At first, all the eagles did was roost on 
the platforms. That is, until their third nest 


went crashing to the ground the same way 


the previous two had. 


“They roosted on the platform for about 
three years before they finally nested on it,” 
Evans said with a broad smile. “Once the 
third nest went down, that platform was the 
spot they picked. I’m thinking they became 


accustomed to it over time, so when they - 


were looking for a good place to nest, they 
started to haul their stuff to it. It was really

exciting when I would see them bringing 
the branches for the nest.” 


In 2000, the eagles of Jordan Valley - 
finally had a new nesting spot, one that 
would withstand the ravages of seasonal 


weather and the increased weight of the nest 
as the eagles continually added material to 
it year after year. Today, the nest on Evans’ 
platform stands about 4 feet high and weighs 


-more than 300 pounds. The platform has a 


protective shield around it to protect the 
eagle eggs from bobcat, mink or other 


predators and a copper wire is in place to | 


serve as a ground for lightning. 


Just this spring, two. male eaglets were 
born to the adult eagles and Evans has 
enjoyed gauging their progress with a pair

“The main reason for that is to check 
the blood for heavy metals or anything 
toxic,” Evans said.
